, N. Y., Sep t. 7 .—Two 
iouth sp ans of the international bridge 
of the New York and Ottawa railroad, 
now nnder construction across the St. 
LawrejwiiB river about three miles above 
St. lli'gii Indian village, fell without 
warning about noon yesterday, with 83 
nien at work on the bridge, all being 
thrown into the river, some 6 0 feet be­ 
low. Over 30 were p icked up and taken 
to Cornwall hosp ital, and 44 were 
missing. 
Eighteen of the rescued died. 
T he bridge consisted of three sp ans, of 
w hich two were comp leted and the 
third was nearly comp leted when the 
so uth p ier gave way at its foundation, 
ca u sin g both sp ans to fall into 
60 feet 
of water, taking its load of human 
freig h t with it. 
The names of the killed and drowned 
could not be ascertained yesterday, as 
they were xmostly frsm Pennsylvania, 
excep ting a few Indians from the St. 
Regis reservation. 
Late rep orts from Cornwall hosp ital 
say 
men have been taken out of the 
river and transferred to the hosp ital. 
Eighteen of them have since died. 
The latest information makes it p rob­ 
able that the death list will reach 30. 
A.»; far as can be learned, 87 men were 
on the p ayroll, of whom 83 rep orted for 
work yesterday morning. 
Of this list 
only 38 wera actually accounted for. 
Among those thrown into the river was 
the foreman, Thomas F. Brady (or 
Bricerly), whose home is in Potts- 
yille, Pa. 
Even those who were got to land 
alive were iu such conditiou that many 
died on the way to the hosp ital. 
Some 
had their backs broken, others both 
legs, while others were crushed by the 
heavy irous. 
Among those who are missing are 
Curii 
Camp bell, 
William 
Jackson, 
Craig and W. Cubby. 
About 50 of the men emp loyed on the 
sp au wer(i Americans, who came here 
to work for the Puoenix Bridge com­ 
p any. The remainder were mostly In­ 
dians, who acted as assistants. 
Every 
man on the division went down with 
the wreck. 
Many of those who escap ed 
climbed up on the iron work, which 
still rested oii p iers at either end.

Lawrence river about th ree miles above 
St- ftegii Indian village, fell w ithout 
warning about noon yesterday, w ith 82 
men at work on the bridge, all being 
thrown into the river, some 60 feet be­ 
low. Over 80 were picked up and taken 
to Cornwall hospital, and 44 were 
missing. 
Eighteen of the rescued died. 
The bridge consisted of three spans, of 
which two w ere com pleted and the 
third was nearly completed w hen the 
south pier gave w ay a t its foundation, 
causing both spans to fall into 60 feet 
of water' taking its load of hum an 
freight w ith it. 
The names of th e killed and drow ned 
could not be ascertained yesterday, as 
they were ^mostly f?sm Pennsylvania, 
excepting a few Indians from the St. 
Regis reservation. 
Late reports from Cornw all hospital 
say 83 men have been taken out of the 
river and transferred to the hospital. 
Eighteen of them have since died.

Hogansbubo* N. Y., Sept. 7.-:Two 
ionth spans of the international bridge 
of the New York and Ottawa railroad, 
now under construction across the St. 
Lawrence river about three miles above 
St ltogi* Indian village, fell without 
warning about noon yesterday, with 82 
nieii at work on the bridge, all being 
thrown into the river, some 60 feet be­ 
low. OVer 30 were picked up and taken 
to Cornwall hospital, and 44 were 
missing. 
Eighteen of the rescued died. 
The bridge consisted of three spans, of 
which two were completed and the 
third was nearly completed when the 
gen th pier gave way at its foundation, 
causing both spans to fall into 60 feet 
of water, taking its load of human 
freight with it. 
The names of the killed and drowned 
conk! not be ascertained yesterday, as 
they were ^mostly ffsm Pennsylvania, 
excepting a few Indians from the St. 
Regis reservation. 
Late reports from Cornwall hospital 
say 38 men have been taken out of the 
river and transferred to the hospital. 
Eighteen of them have sinoe died. 
The latest inform ation makes it prob­ 
able that the death list will reach 30. 
As far as can be learned, 87 men were 
on the payroll, of whom 82 reported for 
work yesterday morning. Of this list 
only 38 were actually accounted for. 
Among those thrown into the river was 
the foreman, Thomas F. Brady (or 
Bricerly), whose home is in Potts­ 
ville, Pa. 
Even those who were got to land 
alive were in such condition that many 
died on the way to the hospital. Some 
had their backs broken, others both 
legs, while others were crushed by the 
heavy irons.

About 50 of the men employed on the 
span were Americans, who came here 
to work for the Phoenix Bridge com­ 
pany.

Many of those who escaped 
climbed up on the iron work, which 
still rested on piers at either end.

The declarations in the plat­ 
form do not differ from those of other 
platforms, except in the plank which 
especially denounces Senator Marion 
Butler qf North Carolina, as ohairmau 
of their national committee, for a t­ 
tempting “to drive the Populist party 
into the Democratic organization.’1 
The resolution also provide for the 
reorganization of the party with Mil­ 
ton Park of Dallas as chairman. 
The bolting delegates said they were 
instructed not to participate in the 
nomination of a ticket. 
The convention adjourned without 
fixing any time or place for another 
convention, and they considered their 
campaign for 190J now opened. 
The most important action of the 
convention was the adoption of the 
referendum 
system as the cardinal 
principle in the future of the govern­ 
ment of the reorganized party. 
Aft.er 
the nominations had been made a reso­ 
lution was offered by Captain Frank 
Burkett of Mississippi providing that 
the nominations just made be referred 
to a referendum of the voters of the 
People’s party, 
Those who followed Palmer of Illi­ 
nois out of the convention afterward 
held a conference and appointed J. 
A. Parker of Kentucky, James E. Mc­ 
Bride of Michigan, James H. Ferris of 
Illinois aud Horace Merritt of Tennes­ 
see a committee to draft another ad­ 
dress, which the committee afterward 
reported aud which was unanimously 
adopted by the bolters.

CAPT. CLARK’S VOYAGE. 


Tells the Sto ry o f the Orego n’s 
Lo ng Jo urney . 


HE GAME IN AT THE DEATH. 


“ The Oregon’s voy age doesn’t seem 
great to me, ’’ said Cap tain Clark, former 
commander of the Oregon, in a recent 
interview, “ though it became memora­ 
ble because of its op p ortune comp letion 
jnst at a time that the Oregon was 
needed to strengthen the north Atlantic 
squadron in order to im p art confidence 
at homa That the Oregon should have 
sailed 14,000 miles to be p resent at the 
destruction of Admiral Cervera’s fleet 
and got there in time is really interest­ 
ing and curious. 
“ I was ap p ointed to the ship on 
March 17 , and we sailed two day s lat­ 
er. 
She had been on the diy dock at 
Brewerton only a short time before, and 
her hull was thoroughly clean. 
From 
stage to stage the coal cap acity of the 
ship determined the length of the run. 
The weather, excep t in the strait of 
Magellan, was excellent. The run down 
the Pacific coast need not be dw’elt 
up on. Nine hundred tons of coal carried 
us to Callao. No trouble occurred with 
the engines, and the,sam e may be said 
of the entire voy age. 
The incident of 
this run of 4,000 knots was afire in 
the p ort coal bunker. The fire was dug 
out and quenched, It was a terrible or­ 
deal for the men and a p eriod of great 
anxiety to all on board. Several acts of 
real heroism were disp lay ed in this 
hazardous fight with the flames. 
“ Leaving Callao on Ap ril 7 , we 
steamed due south at an 
11 knot sp eed. 
This was sometimes slightly increased, 
until the evening of the 16th*, when 
Port Tamar, at the western end of the 
strait of Magellan, w&s sighted. 
We 
anchored for the night on a ledge of 
rock that broke from 43 to 50 fathoms 
in dep th in a ship ’s breadth. It was the 
deep est anchorage (8 00 feet) that I have 
ever known to hold on a rocky surface. 
Here a terrible squall struck us which 
lasted throughout the night. 
“ On reaching Rio Janeiro I had been 
notified by our consul that war was on, 
and I could not afford to take any 
chancea I steamed into the harbor two 
miles above the nsnal anchorage for 
war vessels, giving to my ship an iso­ 
lated p osition, so that I might be justi­ 
fied in regarding the ap p roach of any 
strange craft as a hostile act. 
The ut­ 
most vigilance was emp loy ed day and 
night. Men were kep t constantly at the 
rap id fire gnna 
A tiearchlight and 
p atrol boats watched the water after 
nightfall. 
The risk was too great for 
me to take any chances, and, although 
the Brazilians acted all right and were 
even generous in not holding us to the 
24 hour rule recognized under iuterua- 
tioual law, I could not be sure of the 
utter absence of cranks or Sp anish sy m­ 
p athizers, 
“ Several long cablegrams were ex­ 
changed between the government and 
my self. 
Nothing whatever in the way 
of instrnctions was issued that could 
hamp er me or in any way abridge my 
resp onsibility for bringing the Oregon 
home. 
We sailed from Rio on May 4. 
I decided when we had been at sea a 
little while to leave the Buffalo (for­ 
merly Nictheroy ) and Marietta to shift 
for themselves. 'l?hey were so slow that 
I feared the Oregon m ight be late in 
arriving where she was most needed. I 
left these ship s off Cap e Freo, 100 
miles above Rio, after signaling them, 
‘Come to Bahia, or run ashore if attack­ 
ed by overwhelming force. ’ I reached 
Baha on the 8tb, but we were told to 
come on. 
We sailed next morning, 
and this m n to Barbados was the most 
thrilling of the entire voy age. 
We 
steamed absolutely without a light. 
“ Indeed the entire strip from Sandy 
p oint to Jup iter inlet was a lightless 
voy age. In p itchlike darkness we drove 
ahead at out highest spe<Mi—seeing 
lights many times, but alway s avoid­ 
ing the ship s that bore them. 
“ We were out of court. 
We had no 
right of way without a light. 
Even if 
we met a vessel on onr p ort we gave 
way . 
“ Night and day the men stood at the 
guns. 
Not for a single moment was 
vigilance relaxed. 
The strain on the 
men was terrible. For four day s at a 
time hammocks were never ^ruug. 
Watch and watch about the men lay 
beside the gnus sound asleep , while the 
men on duty stood silently above them. 
All the lookouts were doubled and 
thanged with unusual frequency . 
“ Barbados was r^iched just before 
day light May 18, and after rushing 260 
tons of coal aboard we sailed the same 
evening. 
Still the orders read, ‘Come 
on.* From our consul I learned that 
Cervera’s fleet was at Martinique, just 
to the north of us. 
This fleet had been 
extolled for sp eed and fighting quali­ 
ties. I am not a rash man. 
I was not 
looking for that fleet. The situation 
seemed critical. 
Sailing just before 
dark, I headed northw ^t, ap p arently 
into the heart of the Caribbean sea. 
This information. I have no doubt, was

p romp tly communicated to Admiral 
Cervera. 
Bnt as soon as the darkness 
of a moonless night had thoroughly set 
in 1 changed the course to due south 
and ran below Barbados and thence 
far U) the eastward bef(» re I took the 
Oregon to the northward. 
We thus 
p assed far to sea east of Martinique, 
and eventually turned into the north 
Atlantic bey ond St. Thomas. 
I care­ 
fully avoided the Windward channel 
and the shallow waters of the Ba- 
lamas. ’’ 
“ Why did y ou go to Jup iter inlet?’’ 
^as asked. 
“ I didn’t know where the dep artment 


Wanted to use me, ’’ was the p romp t re­ 
p ly . 
“ I was in the dark as to the loca­ 
tion of the two fleets. I knew one had 
been at Hamp ton Roads and another at 
Key West, and the charts told me that 
Jnp iter inlet was in telegrap hic reach 
of all p oints on the coast. From that 
p lace also I had coal enough to make 
the run to either of the two fleets. You 
can easily understand that had I gone 
direct to Key West and the Oregon had 
been wanted at Hamp ton Roads several 
day s would have to be lost in coaling. 
Of course the fact is that we went to 
Key West. 
This was the end of what 
may be called a successful though not 
remarkable voy age.’’ 
“ Do y ou believe the Sp aniards would 
have fought fair if y ou had been attack­ 
ed in midoceau. Would they have hon­ 
ored the white flag if y ou had been 
comp elled to raise it?’’ was asked with 
some hesitation. 
“ I am not so sure that they would, ” 
gravely rep lied Cap tain Clark, with a 
slowness tuat argued his strong views 
on the subject. 
“ The Hobson incident 
had not occurred. 
Cervera 
himself 
would not have countenanced any in­ 
justice, but I shudder at the hop eless­ 
ness of our brave jackies, marines and 
others in midocean had we been com­ 
p elled to swim for our lives. 
There is 
no telling our fate had we by accident 
steamed into the middle of that fleet 
The torp edo lioats might have surround­ 
ed us, and we might have gone quick­ 
ly to the bottom in a half mile of 
brine. ” 
“ Now, cap tain, tell me y our ideas of 
the great naval victory off Santiago 
harbor on July 3. ’’ 
“ 1 hop e that it will not be taken as 
vainglorious if I say that it was lucky 
that a battleship with cruiser sp eed was 
there that day ,’’ rep lied Cap tain Clark, 
with sò me hesitaticm. 
“ The Sp anish 
hearts were broken by the big guns of 
the battleship s. 
Their men lost zeal 
when the 13 inch shells began to skip 
about them .” 
“ Please describe the ap p earance of 
the Sp anish fleet,” was suggested. 
“ Never saw a more sublime sight,” 
said Cap tain Clark. 
“ Out came the 
Sp anish ship s, with their great ensigns 
fly ing to the breeze that their own mo­ 
mentum created. The æa was like a 
p ond. 
Hardly a rip p le ap p eared in any 
direction. Those great ship s looked 
handsome and—defiant, and' I want to 
say in all candor that it looked for a 
time as if some of them would get 
away —I mean through our lines. 
We 
didn’t know how badly we were p un­ 
ishing them. 
The Indiana, Iowa, Ore­ 
gon, Texas and Brookly n were all 
hammering them at the same time. 
Five of us were jump ing at them like 
furious wolves, if the simile be a good 
one.” 
“ How often can the various guns be 
discharged?” was asked. 
“ The 13 inch guns can be fired only 
once in four or five m inutes,” rep lied 
the cap tain. 
“ The 8 inch can be fired 
every two minutes, while the rap id fixe 
guns are much more sp eedy . The Sp an­ 
iards alway s shot too high.” 
“ How do y ou exp lain this?” 
“ I believe they set their range for 
5,000 y ards and never lowered it for 
any of their guns. 
A steady stieam of 
p rojectiles was going over our heads 
all the time. They fired shot and shell 
enough to have done us the greatest 
kind of harm, but we weren’t hurt to 
any extent. 
The Sp aniards were utter­ 
ly demoralized at the way we went at 
them. 
It certainly was a revelation to 
most of ns. 
The scores the Sp aniards 
made were stray shot« . Hardly any roll 
was on the sea that morning—it was 
i 
like a p ond. 
I never saw the ocean 
smoother. ”

HE GAME IN AT THE DEATH. 


Bis Account of the Naval B attle Off San­ 
tiago — Thinks Cervera Committed a 
Grave B lunder—-States That the Spanish 
Officers W ho B lew Up Their Ships For­ 
feited the R ight to Be Protected. 


“ The Oregon’s voyage doesn’t seem 
great to me, ” said Captain Clark, former 
commander of the Oregon, in a recent 
interview, “ though it became memora­ 
ble because of its opportune completion 
just at a time that the Oregon was 
needed to strengthen the north Atlantic 
squadron in order to impart confidence 
at home. That the Oregon should have 
sailed 14,000 miles to be present at the 
destruction of Admiral Cervera's fleet 
and got there in time is really interest­ 
ing and curious. 
“ I was appointed to the ship on 
March 17, and we sailed two days lat­ 
er. She had been on the dxydock at 
Brewerton only a short time before, and 
her hull was thoroughly Olean. From 
stage to stage the coal capacity of the 
ship determined the lengtlf of the ran. 
The weather, except in the strait of 
Magellan, was excellent The run down 
the Pacific coast need not be dwelt 
upon. Nine hundred tons of coal carried 
us to Callao. No trouble occurred with 
the engines, and the,same may be said 
of the entire voyage. The incident of 
this run of 4,000 knots was afire in 
the port coal banker. The fire was dug 
out and quenched. It was a terrible or­ 
deal for the men and a period of great 
anxiety to all on board. Several acts of 
real heroism were displayed in this 
hazardous fight with the flames. 
“ Leaving Callao on April 7, we 
steamed due south at an 11 knot speed. 
This was sometimes slightly increased, 
until the evening of the 16tlr, when 
Port Tamar, at the western end of the 
strait of Magellan, was sighted. 
We 
anchored for the night on a ledge of 
rock that broke from 43 to 60 fathoms 
in depth in a ship’s breadth. It was the 
deepest anchorage (800 feet) that I have 
ever known to hold on a rocky surface. 
Here a terrible squall struck us which 
lasted throughout the night. 
“ On reaching Rio Janeiro I had been 
notified by our consul that war was on, 
and I could not afford to take any 
chances. I steamed into the harbor two 
miles above the usnal anchorage for 
war vessels, giving to my ship an iso­ 
lated position, so that I might be justi­ 
fied in regarding the approach of any 
strange craft as a hostile act. The ut­ 
most vigilance was employed day and 
night. Men were kept constantly at the 
rapid fire gnus. 
A searchlight and 
patrol boats watched the water after 
nightfall The risk was too great for 
me to take any chances, and, although 
the Brazilians acted all right and were 
even generous in not holding us to the 
24 hour rule recognized under interna­ 
tional law, I could not be sure of the 
utter absence of cranks or Spanish sym­ 
pathizers, 
“ Several long cablegrams were ex- 


promptly communicated to Admiral 
Cervera. 
But as soon as the darkness 
of a moonless night had thoroughly set 
in I changed the course to due south 
and ran below Barbados and thence 
far to the eastward before I took the 
Oregon to the northward. 
We thus 
passed far to sea east of Martinique, 
and eventually turned into the north 
Atlantic beyond St. Thomas. I care­ 
fully avoided the Windward channel 
and the shallow waters of the Ba- 
lamas.”

“ I am not so sore that they would, ” 
gravely replied Captain Clark, with a 
slowness teat argued his strong views 
on the subject. “ The Hobson incident 
had not occurred.

“ Leaving Callao on April 7, we 
steamed due south at an l l knot speed. 
This was sometimes slightly increased, 
until the evening of the 16thr, when 
Port Tamar, at the western end of the 
strait of Magellan, was sighted. 
We 
anchored for the night on a ledge of 
rock that broke from 48 to 50 fathoms 
in depth in a ship’s breadth. It was the 
deepest anchorage (800 feet) that I have 
ever known to hold on a rocky surface. 
Here a terrible squall struck us which 
lasted throughout the night. 
“ On reaching Rio Janeiro I had been 
notified by our consul that war was on, 
and I could not afford to take any 
chances. I steamed into the harbor two 
miles above the usnal anchorage for 
war vessels, giving to my ship an iso­ 
lated position, so that I might be justi­ 
fied in regarding the approach of any 
strange craft as a hostile act. 
The ut­ 
most vigilance was employed day and 
night. Men were kept constantly at the 
rapid fire gnus. 
A searchlight and 
patrol boats watched the water after 
nightfall. 
The risk was too great for 
me to take any chances, and, although 
the Brazilians acted all right and were 
even generous in not holding us to the 
24 hour rule recognized under interna­ 
tional law, I could not be sure of the 
utter absence of cranks or Spanish sym­ 
pathizers, 
“ Several long cablegrams were ex­ 
changed between the government and 
myself. Nothing whatever in the way 
of instructions was issued that could 
hamper me or in any way abridge my 
responsibility for bringing the Oregon 
home. 
We sailed from Rio on May 4. 
I decided when we had been at sea a 
little while to leave the Buffalo (for­ 
merly Nictheroy) and Marietta to shift 
for themselves. They were so slow that 
I feared the Oregon might be late in 
arriving where she was most needed. I 
left these ships off Cape Freo, IOO 
miles above Rio, after signaling them, 
’Come to Bahia, or ran ashore if attack­ 
ed by overwhelming force. ’ I reached 
Baha on the 8th, but we were told to 
come on. 
We sailed next morning, 
and this ran to Barbados was the most 
thrilling of the entire voyage. 
We 
steamed absolutely without a light. 
“ Indeed the entire strip from Sandy 
point to Jupiter inlet was a lightless 
voyage. In pitchlike darkness we drove 
ahead at 
out highest speed—seeing 
lights many times, but always avoid­ 
ing the ships that bore them. 
“ We w^re out of court. 
We had no 
right of way without a light. 
Even if 
we met a vessel on our port we gave 
way. 
“ Night and day the men stood at the 
guns. 
Not for a single moment was 
vigilance relaxed. 
The strain on the 
men was terrible. For four days at a 
time hammocks were never strung. 
Watch and watch about the men lay 
beside the girns sound asleep, while the 
men on duty stood silently above them. 
All the lookouts were doubled and 
•hanged with unusual frequency. 
“ Barbados was reached just before 
daylight May IS, and after rushing 250 
tons of coal aboard we sailed the same 
evening. 
Still the orders read, ‘Come 
on.’ From our consul I learned that 
Cervera’s fleet was at Martinique, just 
to the north of us. This fleet had been 
extolled for speed and fighting quali­ 
ties. 
I am not a rash man. 
I was not 
looking for that fleet. The situation 
seemed critical. 
Sailing just before 
dark, I headed northwest, apparently 
into the heart of the Caribbean sea. 
This information. I have no doubt, w as 


Wanted to use me, ” was the prompt re­ 
ply. 
“ I was in the dark as to the loca­ 
tion of the two fleets. I knew one had 
beet* at Hampton Roads and another at 
Key West, and the charts told me that 
Jupiter inlet was in telegraphic reach 
of all points on the coast. 
From that 
place also I had coal enough to make 
the run to either of the two fleets. You 
can easily undexstand that had I gone 
direct to Key West and the Oregon had 
been wanted at Hampton Roads several 
days would have to be lost in coaling. 
Of course the fact is that we went to 
Key West. 
This was the end of what 
may be called a successful though not 
remarkable voyage.” 
“ Do you believe the Spaniards would 
have fought fair if you had been attack­ 
ed in midocean. Would they have hon­ 
ored the white flag if you had been 
compelled to raise it?” was asked with 
some hesitation. 
“ I am not so sure that they would, ” 
gravely replied Captain Clark, with a 
slowness teat argued his strong views 
on the subject. 
“ The Hobson incident 
had not occurred. Cervera 
himself 
would not have countenanced any in­ 
justice, but I shudder at the hopeless­ 
ness of our brave jackies, marines and 
others in midocean had we been com­ 
pelled to swim for our lives. 
There is 
no telling our fate had we by accident 
steamed into the middle of that fleet 
The torpedo boats might have sn wound­ 
ed us, and we might have gone quick­ 
ly to the bottom in a half mile of 
brine. ” 
“ Now, captain, tell me your ideas of 
the great naval victory off Santiago 
harbor on July 3. ” 
“ I nope that it will not be taken as 
vainglorious if I say that it was lucky 
that a battleship with cruiser speed was 
there that day,” replied Captain Clark, 
with stone hesitation. 
“ The Spanish 
hearts were broken by the big guns of 
the battleships. 
Their men lost zeal 
when the 13 inch shells began to skip 
about them. ’ ’ 
“ Please describe the appearance of 
the Spanish fleet,” was suggested. 
“ Never saw a more sublime sight,” 
said Captain Clark. 
“ Out came the 
Spanish ships, with their great ensigns 
flying to the breeze that their own mo­ 
mentum created. 
The sea was like a 
pond. 
Hardly a ripple appeared in any 
direction. Those great ships looked 
handsome and—defiant, and’ I want to 
ray in all candor that it looked for a 
time as if some of them would get 
away—I mean through our lines. 
We 
didn’t know how badly we were pun 
ishing them. 
The Indiana, Iowa, Ore­ 
gon, Texas and Brooklyn were all 
hammering them at the same time. 
Five of us were jumping at them like 
furious wolves, if the simile be a good 
one.” 
“ How often can the various guns be 
discharged?” was asked. 
“ The IS inch guns can be fired only 
once in four or five minutes,” replied 
the captain. 
“ Tire 8 inch can be fired 
every two minutes, while the rapid fire 
guns are much more speedy. The Span­ 
iards always shot too high.” 
“ How do yon explain this?” 
“I believe they set their range for 
5,000 yards and never lowered it for 
any of their guns. 
A steady stieam of 
projectiles was going over our heads 
all the time. They fired shot and shell 
enough to have done us the greatest 
kind of harm, but we weren’t hurt to 
any extent 
The Spaniards were utter­ 
ly demoralized at the way we went at 
them. 
It certainly was a revelation to 
most of us. 
The scores the Spaniards 
made were stray shots. Hardly any roll 
was on the sea that morning—it was 
like a pond. 
I never saw the ocean 
smoother. ” 
“ What about smokeless powder?” 
was then asked. 
“ We should have had it,” was the 
prompt rejoinder. 
“ We never realized 
its value. The rapid fire guns were im­ 
peded by the great volume of smoke, 
and the big guns suffered just as much 
from the smoke of the smaller weap­ 
ons. ” 
“ What are the lessons of the Santi­ 
ago fight?” 
“ First, smokeless powder; second, 
no woodwork on warships. 
The Span­ 
iards were burned up. ” 
“ What is your opinion about the 
scuttling of the Spanish ships after 
their surrender:” 
“ It was wrong and in violation of 
every principle of good faith on the 
part of a conquered foe,” replied the 
captain. 
“ The men who did those acts 
forfeited their right to be protected and 
ought to have been shot then and there. 
Scuttling a ship after surrender is 
treachery. 
The moment the white flag 
goes up everything in the possession of 
the surrendered force, on sea or on 
land, becomes the property of the vic­ 
tor. 
The vandal who violates this well 
recognized rule nuts himself outside all 
laws of mercy. He is to be likened to

The Eni^lifth Broom. 
One of the botanical oddities of Massa­ 
chusetts is the existence of the English

Perhaps some homesick colonist caused 
it to be .sent to him, that the hills about 
bi.s new lintne might have the familiar 
appeuruiice cf the old country. It is a 
beautiful golden yellow in color and 
grows in a eompact, spirelfke plant, 
with blossoms close together. So thick 
are the stalks that the pastures are like 
sheets of gold, and at first sight seem 
to be butti rcups in masses.

Tiie army and the navy have been 
most unfairly compared by lay critics 
of the war who see the .surface of the 
problem prt‘sented and fail to grasp the 
essential conditions which create a dif­ 
ference between these two arms of the 
service. 
The navy was ready. The array was 
not. Lacks existed in the army. None 
appeared in the navy. Therefore, is the 
conclusion oi a number of papers, the 
war department has been ill managed 
and the navy department well managed. 
This iioiuparisou reads well in the­ 
ory. It shows crass ignorance of the 
facts. The navy was expanded about 60 
to 70 per cent, the number of men en­ 
listed being increased by this amount. 
The army was increased over tenfold. 
The staff machinery which was equal 
to our naval peace establishment could 
well enough handle two-thirds more 
men. The army staff which cared for 
26,000 men broke down in the han­ 
dling of 28 0,000. Is there no difference 
in the test in these two cases? 
A ship of war is necessarily always 
ready for war. Its complement of men 
is slightly smaller in peace than in 
war, but the guns, the ammunition, 
the organization, are unchanged. Our 
regular regiments were no one of them 
ready for war, and the volunteer reg­ 
iments had to be made anew. In the 
navy no single new appointment had to 
be made of men higher than lieuten­ 
ants. In the army new generals had to 
be selected -by the score and new colo­ 
nels by the hundred. Imagine the navy 
expanded tenfold and new rear admi­ 
rals, commodores and captains needed 
on this scale! Does anyone imagine 
the navy would have worked as smooth­ 
ly as it did with no man of flag rank 
who had not had years of flag service? 
The real, bottom fact which the critics 
of the army and of the war department 
constantly forget in their anxiety to 
make a personal attack is that the Unit­ 
ed States bad the navy it needed, and it 
did not have the army. It bought no 
battleships. It added no armored cruis­ 
ers. The Gloucester is the only vessel 
acquired since war was declared which 
has figured conspicuously in an engage­ 
ment. Both battles at Manila and San­ 
tiago could have been fought without 
buying a vessel or enlisting a man, but 
an army the United States did not have. 
It had only one-third of the men it has 
transported over sea, and it had only 
one-tenth of the men it needed for the 
effective prosecution of the war. 
In 60 days these men were raised.

The army and the navy have been 
most unfairly compared by lay critics 
of the war who see the surface of the 
problem presented and fail to grasp the 
essential conditions which create a dif­ 
ference between these two arms of the 
service. 
The navy was ready. The army was 
not. Lacks existed in the army. 
None 
appeared in the navy. Therefore, is the 
conclusion of a number of papers, the 
war department has been ill managed 
aud the navy department well managed. 
This comparison reads well in the­ 
ory. 
It shows crass ignorance of the 
facts. The navy was expanded about 60 
to 70 per cent, the number of men en­ 
listed being increased by this amount. 
The army was increased over tenfold. 
The staff machinery which was equal 
to our naval peace establishment could 
well enough handle two-thirds more 
men. 
The army staff whioh cared for 
26,000 men broke down in the han­ 
dling of 280,000. Is there no difference 
in the test in these two cases: 
A ship of war is necessarily always 
ready for war. 
Its complement of men 
is slightly smaller in peace than in 
war, but the guns, the ammunition, 
the organization, are unchanged. 
Our 
regular regiments were no one of them 
ready for war, and the volunteer reg­ 
iments had to be made anew. In the 
navy no single new appointment had to 
be made of men higher than Lenten- 
ants. 
In the army new generals had to 
be selected * by the score and new colo­ 
nels by the hundred. Imagine the navy 
expanded tenfold and new rear admi­ 
rals, commodores and captains needed 
on this scale! Does anyone imagine 
the navy would have worked as smooth­ 
ly as it did with no man of flag rank 
who had not had years of flag service? 
The real, bottom fact which the critics 
of the army and of the war department 
constantly forget in their anxiety to 
make a personal attack is that the Unit­ 
ed States had the navy it needed, and it 
did not have the army. 
It bought no 
battleships. It added no armored cruis­ 
ers. 
The Gloucester is the only vessel 
acquired since war was declared which 
has figured conspicuously in an engage­ 
ment. Both battles at Manila and San­ 
tiago could have been fought without 
buying a vessel or enlisting a man, but 
an army the United States did not have. 
It had only one-third of the men it has 
transported over sea, and it had only 
one-tenth of the men it needed for the 
effective prosecution of the war. 
In 60 days these men were raised. In 
00 days they had fought and won a war 
which every trained observer at home 
or abroad thought would take a year. 
Blunders were made. Defects appeared. 
A host of errors were made. Some cost 
human life, alas! All cost something in 
health, in strength or efficiency. Which 
is best and which is just— to unite in a 
loud mouthed personal bunt in full cry 
for a scapegoat, yelling and shouting 
that the only man responsible for all 
lacks in creating an army of 280,000 
men in two months was the secretary 
of war, or soberly to see that the lacks, 
defects and blunders are at bottom due 
to conditions for which no one man was 
wholly responsible and to demand a 
full, searching military inquiry which 
shall properly apportion responsibility 
aud show of the three causes which 
were responsible and in what share, an 
army too small, an inefficient staff or 
the management of the war department? 
Such an investigation would mean 
justice for all concerned and such in­ 
formation and reform as would prevent 
future collapse. 
Instead there is pre­ 
sented the pitiable spectacle after a 
g*eat national triumph of a scandal 
bul., by a newspaper pack more anxious 
to fibs a personal victim than to im­ 
prove wig* future of a brave and victori­ 
ous but badly organized army.—Phila­ 
delphia Press.

Private John L. Rich, Second artilery , 
light battery , U. S. A., whose home is 
in Way pesbnrg. Pa., is in the city 
v iaiting friends. 
Priv ate Rich enlisted in the regu lar 
army Ju ly 28, 189 6 , and when seen by a 
reporter said: 
‘•We were stationed at Fort Adams, 
K. I,, when the war broke ou t, and were 
at once sent to Tampa, where we re­ 
mained for some time. We were mem­ 
bers of the first ex pedition to Cu ba and 
were sent ov er on board the transport 
Berkshire. 
“ We forced a landing at Baqu ira, 
Ju ne 22 and finished u nloading Ju ne 24. 
We then marched back into the cou ntry 
and camped u ntil Ju ly 1 when we came 
into action on the San Jnan hill. The 
tight continu ed Ju ly 2 and 3, 
and 
then ceased. 
We du g trenches and 
placed ou r batteries in position u ntil 
Jaly 10 when the bombardment of 
Santiago commenced. We continu ed the 
bombardment u ntil 1 o’clock on the af­ 
ternoon of the 11th, when all hostilities 
ceased. We remained there u ntil the 
su rrender of Santiago and the ex change 
of Hobson took place, and on Ju ly 25 re­ 
treated to eight miles back of Santiago, 
where I receiv ed my discharge and 
came home on board the San Marcu s. 
“Du ring the engagement we had one 
man killed and fou r wou nded. Ou r 
rations were short at times, owing to 
the fact that we had to get them from a 
distance of 12 miles and did not hav e 
enou gh pack mu les to carry them at all 
times, bu t, taking it all together, we 
had bu t little complaint to make. 
“I like Cu ba ex cept du ring the rainy 
season. 
The regu lars su ffered v ery 
mu ch the same as the v olu nteers from 
malaria, and lost a good many men. 
“I had the malaria and am ju st now 
recu perating. As soon as I get su ffi­ 
ciently well I am going back into the 
serv ice as I like it. In time of peace we 
liv e better than one hklf the citizens, 
and hav e practically nothing to do, and 
when at war there is a great deal of 
ex citement to keep a man u p. 
“ When y on are a member of the 
artillery y ou are tau ght to do any thing, 
au d when one man is killed there is 
alway s plenty to take his place.”

Stanley H. Pearce, a mining engineer 
of Denv er, who last .‘ipring went to the 
Klondike au d retu rned to San Francis­ 
co recently , telle a remarkable story <;f 
the theft of $40,000 by the partner of 
Alex McDonald, the “ king of the Klon­ 
dike,” and his escape on the little 
steamer Gov ernor Stoneman down the 
Yu kon. 
Mr. McDonald's partner's name is 
Arthu r Peary , and he is said to hav e at 
ope time oeen warden of the peniten­ 
tiary in either Washington or Oregon. 
The gold taken by him was the ou tpu t 
of a bench claim owned by them joint­ 
ly . This at least was the story told 
aboard the steamer Monarch, on which 
Mr. Pearce a little later took passage. 
On the same v essel was a member of 
the Canadian mou nted police. 
At a point between Circle City and 
Minook, sev eral hu ndred miles this 
side of the Caiiadian line, the Monarch 
ran across the Gov ernor Stoneman. 
Captain Spragu e of the Monarch au d 
the official signaled her, and after some 
parley ing the Monarch got alongside 
au d the Canadian official ju mped aboard 
the Stoneman. 
“ He grabbed Peary , ” said Mr. Pearce, 
“ and there was qu ite a scu ffle, bu t the 
officer got handcu ffs on him. The pris­ 
oner was then taken aboard the Mon­ 
arch. The gold, which was in a bag 
and weighed 70 or 80 pou nds, was also 
brou ght off. Mrs. Peary came with her 
hu sband. 
“ We then proceeded down the riv er. 
There were a lot of miners aboard ou r 
boat and they got mad abou t the man 
being arrested in su ch a manner on 
American territory . Tbey held a meet­ 
ing au d sent a committee to Captain 
Spragu e, asking him what he was go­ 
ing to do, au d he palled his pistol and 
said he intended to aid the officer to 
hold the man. The miners said tbey 
were as mu ch for law and order as any ­ 
body , bu t they wou ld not stand su cb 
work. They whipped ou t their pistols. 
There was an armed tru ce then all day . 
“ At midnight, while the miners 
were asleep, the captain and the Cana­ 
dian official saw a steamer coming u p 
the riv er. 
They hailed her, and when 
she came alongside the prisoner, his 
wife, the $40,000 in gold and the Cana­ 
dian officer were hu stled aboard and 
started on their way back to Dawson. 
The miners were greatly su rprised the 
nex t morning when they learned what 
had occu rred. If the prisoner bad not 
been smu ggled off, 1 think thex e wou ld 
hav e been bloodshed. ”—San Francisco 
Ex aminer. 


CAMP WIKOFF TALES. 


SEWALL’S LAST REPORT.. 


Do cum ents o f Grea t Va lue R eceired by 
th e Sta te D epa rtm ent. 
The state department has receiv ed 
the last report from Mr. Sewall in his 
capacity of United States minister to 
Hawaii 
The mail inclu ded sev eral 
docu ments that will be interesting from 
an historical point of v iew. The min­ 
ister transmits to the department the 
formal acceptance by President Dole of 
the act of the United States congress 
annex ing the islands to the United 
States. He also handed to Mr. Sewall 
the treaty of annex ation that had been 
ratified by the Hawaiian legislatu re, 
bu t which failed to receiv e the approv al 
of the United States senata There was 
DO occasion to tu rn ov er this docu ment, 
bu t it is presu med that Mr. Dole did so 
to complete the record. 
There are some claims ou tstanding 
against the late gov ernment of Hawaii, 
mainly on accou nt of British su bjects, 
au d the adju stment of these will be a 
matter for fu tu re consideration. Among 
the issu es satisfactorily closed, accord­ 
ing to Mr. Sewall’s report, was the 
claim of the Japanese gov ernment 
agJIfnst Hawaii for the illegal detention 
and retu rn to Japan of certain Japanese 
cooly laborers who were ex clu ded u n­ 
der a Hawaiian immigration law fram­ 
ed after that of the United States Chi­ 
nese ex clu sion act The amou nt of the 
claim was abou t $7 5,000, and almost 
the last act of the ex piring Hawaiian 
gov ernment was to discharge this obli­ 
gation, which came perilou sly near in­ 
v olv ing the United States and Japan in 
difficu lty abou t a y ear ago.—Washing­ 
ton Star. 


Na rro wly E* ca p« d Buria l A lir« . 
Mrs. Jacob Su tter of 1201 Eighth 
street, Milwau kee, can thank a depu ty 
coroner that she is not now occu py ing a 
coffin preparatory to being bu ried aliv e.

RELICS OF THE WAR ARE NOW AT A 


HI GH Pr e m i u m. 


Ro uKta Rider« ; Surprised G erm a n'M ilita ry

• War relics are at a premiu m at Camp 
Wikoff. 
A short time ago one cou ld bu y a 
machete for $2; now it wou ld be bard 
to find a soldier willing to sell one of 
these weapons for $5. The intrinsic 
worth of an av erage machete is abou t 
$1.25. Mau ser bu llets are also in great 
demand. They come iu “ clips” of fiv e 
each. Last week a newspaper man, go­ 
ing throu gh the hospital, was stopped 
by a soldier ju st arriv ed from the deten­ 
tion camp, who begged for a cigarette. 
The correspondent gav e him a package, 
and he offered in retu rn a clip of Mau ­ 
ser bu llets. 
For a similar clip of bu l­ 
lets a v isitor since paid $2.50. 
One 
of the rou gh riders has an ex plosiv e bu l­ 
let taken from the cartridge belt of a 
dead Spanish soldier at San Ju an, for 
which he say s he wou ld not take $50. 
Qu ite a nu mber of the soldiers hav e 
Spanish coins au d military bu ttons, cu t 
from the coats of the dead, as keep­ 
sakes. It is difficu lt to find any for sale 
now, ex cept at high prices. 


A German military officer who v isit­ 
ed the camp recently wished most of 
all to see the rou gh riders, of whom he 
had beard so mu ch, so he was tu rned 
ov er to Colonel Roosev elt, who rode 
with him down to the camp. On the 
way they met a troop of the v olu nteer 
cav alry men riding their horses across 
cou ntry to the ocean. They were going 
slowly , some jogging, some walking, 
others at the single foot pace mu ch af­ 
fected by these horses, and they pre­ 
serv ed no formation. It was a su rprise 
to the foreigner when Colonel Roosev elt 
pointed them ou t as his men. 
“ Very interesting, v ery ,” said the 
German du biou sly . “ I haf not seen su cb 
soldiers in Eu rope.” 
“ Very likely not,” said their com­ 
mander qu ietly . 
“ They aren’t v ery 
mu ch to look at.” 
Ju st then the troop closed u p, the 
men leaned forward in their saddles, 
the horses sprang forward and the 
whole body su rged ry thmically u p the 
rising grou nd like a tremendou s break­ 
er and raced away ov er the lev el plain 
bey ond. The German pu lled in his 
horse and eat spellbou nd u ntil the troop 
slackened pace in the sand of the beach. 
Then he tu rned to Colonel Roosev elt, 
his ey es shining: 
“ Oh, be-y ntifu l!” he said. “ Oh, that 
is something to see. 1 haf not seen su ch 
riders in Eu rope. ” 


They tell a story in camp of Lieu ten­ 
ant Williams of Company I, Sev enty - 
first regiment. As soon as it became 
known that the regiment was going to 
Cu ba Lieu tenant Williams figu red it 
ou t that the climate was likely to be 
more deadly than Spanish bu llets, so 
he laid in a stock of 2,500 qu inine pills, 
some blu e mass au d other simple rem­ 
edies au d stu died u p on malarial fe­ 
v er, y ellow fev er and dy sentery . Up to 
the time when sickness iu the army in 
Cu ba became general be dosed his men 
with ex cellent effect and kept his com­ 
pany ’s condition far abov e the av erage. 
Then came the pitiable condition of the 
hospitals, the lack of doctors, nu rses, 
and, worst of all, medical su pplies. In 
some way it became known to the gen­ 
eral medical staff that there was a su p­ 
ply of medicines iu the Sev enty -first. A 
su rgeon hu nted u p Lieu tenant Williams 
and begged so hard, with su ch repre­ 
sentations of the terrible need in the 
hospitals, that the v olu nteer officer 
finally gav e u p his whole stock of rem­ 
edies for the general good and at the 
same time his hopes of a fine health rec­ 
ord for Company L

One of the most marrelou i workmen 
in the world is Hanau nma Masakiobi 
of Toky o, who has carv ed a figu re in 
wood so like hiinself that when the two 
are placed side by side it is said to be 
almost impossible to tell which liv es 
and breathes and which does not. 
By sev eral connoisseu rs in art this 
wooden figu re has been pronou nced the 
most perfect and hu man image of man 
ev er made. 
Masakichi has faithfu lly 
reprodu ced ev ery scar, v ein and wrinkle 
to be seen on his own body . The figu re 
is composed of 2,000 pieces of wood, 
dov etailed and jointed with su ch won­ 
derfu l skill that no seams can be de­ 
tected. 
Tiny boles were drilled for the recep­ 
tion of hairs, and the wooden figu res has 
glass ey es and ey elashes iu which no 
dissimilarity to Masakichi’sown can be 
detected. 
The Japanese artist posed betwecm 
two mirrors while modeling this figu re, 
and for some time after its completion 
he pijsed frequ ently beside it, to the 
confu sion of spectators, who were often 
entirely at a loss as to which was the 
artist. The iignre stands with a little 
mask in one hand and an instru ment 
for carv ing in the other. The lifelike 
ey es are apparently gazing at the mask, 
and the face wears a look of intense ab­ 
sorption. 


Mow Ea ting Ma y Be Ba d. 
According to The Jou rnal of Mental 
and Nerv ou s Diseases, slow eating is 
as bad as fast eating. **Tbe important 
point is nu t that we eat slowly or fast, 
bu t that when we do eat we ehew with 
energy . Of cou ri« where the baste is 
du e to some mental anx tety this may 
inju riou sly inhibit the secretions. Slow 
eating begets a habit of simply inu m-< 
bliu g the f(M)d withou t really masticat« 
iu g it, while the hu rried ’ eater is in« 
dined to swallow his food befm'e proper 
mastication. Hence hu rried eating is 
bad, bu t rapid mastication is adv an­ 
tageou s. It concentrates ou r energies 
on the act iu qu estion, and hence more 
thorou ghly accomplishes it. Moreov er, 
energetic chewing stimu hites the secrO'* 
tiou of saliv a in the most fav orable 
manner. These v ariou s points are so 
commonly misu nderstood, at least by

Oar 
rations were short at times, owing to 
the fact that we had to get them from a 
distance of 12 miles and did not have 
enough pack mules to carry them at all 
times, but, taking it all together, we 
had but little complaint to make.

The regulars suffered very 
much the same as the volunteers from 
malaria, and lost a good many men. 
“I had the malaria and am just now 
recuperating.

ROBBED KLONDIKE KING. 


Remarkable Narrative Related by a Trav­ 
eler From the Mighty Yukon. 
Stanley H. Pearce, a mining engineer 
of Denver, who last spring went to the 
Klondike aud returned to San Francis­ 
co recently, tells a remarkable story of 
the theft of $40,000 by the partner of 
Alex McDonald, the "king of the Klon­ 
dike,” and his escape on the little 
steamei Governor Stoneman down the 
Yukon. 
Mr. McDonald's partner's name is 
Arthur Peary, and he is said to have at 
one time been warden of the peniten­ 
tiary in either Washington or Oregon. 
The gold taken by him was the output 
of a bench claim owned by them joint­ 
ly. This at least was the story told 
aboard the steamer Monarch, on which 
Mr. Pearce a little later took passage. 
On the same vessel was a member of 
the Canadian mounted police.

The state department has received 
the last report from Mr. Bewall in his 
capacity of United States minister to 
H aw aii 
The mail inolnded several 
documents that will be interesting from 
an historical point of view. The min­ 
ister transmits to the department the 
formal acceptance by President Dole of 
the act of the United States congress 
annexing the islands to the United 
States. 
He also handed to Mr. Se wa ll 
the treaty of annexation that had been 
ratified by the Hawaiian legislature, 
but which failed to receive the approval 
of the United States senate. There was 
no occasion to turn over this document, 
but it is presumed that Mr. Dole did so 
to complete the record. 
There are some claims outstanding 
against the late government of Hawaii, 
mainly on account of British subjects, 
and the adjustment of these will be a 
matter for future consideration. Among 
the issues satisfactorily dosed, accord­ 
ing to Mr. Sewall’s report, was the 
claim 
of 
the Japanese government 
against Hawaii for the illegal detention 
and return to Japan of certain Japanese 
cooly laborers who were excluded un­ 
der a Hawaiian immigration law fram­ 
ed after that of the United States Chi­ 
nese exclusion act The amount of the 
claim was about $75,000, and almost 
the last act of the expiring Hawaiian 
government was to discharge this obli­ 
gation, which came perilously near in­ 
volving the United States and Japan in 
difficulty about a year ago.—Washing­ 
ton Star.

• War relics are at a premium at Camp 
Wikoff. 
A short time ago one could buy a 
machete for $2; now it would be hard 
to find a soldier willing to sell one of 
these weapons for $5. 
The intrinsic 
worth of an average machete is about 
$1.25. 
Mauser bullets are also in great 
demand. They come iu “ clips” of five 
each. Last week a newspaper man, go­ 
ing through the hospital, was stopped 
by a soldier just arrived from the deten­ 
tion camp, who begged for a cigarette. 
The correspondent gave him a package, 
and he offered in return a clip of Mau­ 
ser bullets. 
For a similar clip of bul­ 
lets a visitor since paid $2.50. 
One 
of the rough riders has an explosive bul­ 
let taken from the cartridge belt of a 
dead Spanish soldier at San Juan, for 
which he Hays he would not take $50. 
Quite a number of the soldiers have 
Spanish coins and military buttons, cut 
from the coats of the dead, as keep­ 
sakes. It is difficult to find any for sale 
now, except at high prices. 


A German m ilitary officer who visit­ 
ed the camp recently wished most of 
all to see the rough riders, of whom he 
had heard so much, so he was turned 
over to Colonel Roosevelt, who rode 
with him down to the camp. On the 
way they met a troop of the volunteer 
cavalrymen riding their horses across 
country to the ocean. They were going 
slowly, some jogging, some walking, 
others at the single foot pace much af­ 
fected by these horses, and they pre­ 
served no formation. It was a surprise 
to the foreigner when Colonel Roosevelt 
pointed them out as his men. 
“ Very interesting, very,” said the 
German du biously. “ I haf not seen such 
soldiers in Europe. ” 
“ Very likely not,” said their com­ 
mander quietly. 
“ They aren’t very 
much to look at. ” 
Just then the troop closed up, the 
men leaned forward in their saddles, 
the horses sprang forward and the 
whole body surged rythmically up the 
rising ground like a tremendous break­ 
er and raced away over the level plain 
beyond. 
The German pulled in his 
horse and sat spellbound until the troop 
slackened pace in the sand of the beach. 
Then he turned to Colonel Roosevelt, 
his eyes shining: 
“ Oh, be-yntiful!” he said. “ Oh, that 
is something to see. I haf not seen such 
riders in Europe.” 


They tell a story in camp of Lieuten­ 
ant W illiams of Oompany I, Seventy- 
first regiment. 
As soon as it became 
known that the regiment was going to 
Cuba Lieutenant Williams figured it 
out that the climate was likely to be 
more deadly than Spanish bullets, so 
he laid in a stock of 2,500 quinine pills, 
some blue mass and other simple rem­ 
edies and studied up on malarial fe­ 
ver, yellow fever and dysentery. Up to 
the time when sickness in the army in 
Cuba became general he dosed his men 
with excellent effect and kept his com­ 
pany’s condition far above the average. 
Then came the pitiable condition of the 
hospitals, the lack of doctors, nurses, 
and, worst of all, medical supplies. In 
some way it became known to the gen­ 
eral medical staff that there was a sup­ 
ply of medicines in the Seventy-first. A 
surgeon hunted up Lieutenant Williams 
and begged so hard, with such repre­ 
sentations of the terrible need in the 
hospitals, 
that the volunteer officer 
finally gave up his whole stock of rem­ 
edies for the general good and at the 
same time his hopes of a fine health rec­ 
ord for Company L 
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“ Batcher a dollar it s a woodchuck, ” 
cried the sergeant. “ Why, I ’ve hunted 
woodchucks all my life.” 
“ I ’ll take the bet Go ahead and 
•hoot it and we’ll see. ” 
The sergeant fired thiee shots.

He went over to investigate and re 
turned in deep disgust, holding a dollar 
in his hand and making trite observa­ 
tions about his own mental condition.

By several connoisseurs in ?rt this 
wooden figure bas been pronounced the 
most perfect and human image of man 
ever made. 
Masakichi has faithfully 
reproduced every scar, vein aud wrinklo 
to be seen on his own body. The figure 
is composed of 2,000 pieces of wood, 
dovetailed and jointed with such won­ 
derful skill that no seams can be de­ 
tected. 
Tiny boles were drilled for the recep­ 
tion of hairs, and the wooden figurer has 
glass eyes and eyelashes in which no 
dissimilarity to Masakichi’sown can be 
detected. 
The Japanese artist posed between 
two mirrors while modeling this figure, 
and for some time after its completion 
he posed frequently beside it, to the 
confusion of spectators, who were often 
entirely at a loss as to which was the 
artist. The figure stands with a little 
mask in one hand and an instrument 
for carving in the other. The lifelike 
eyes are apparently gazing at the mask, 
and the face wears a look of intense ab­ 
sorption.

One of the most notable of the gath­ 
erings which have been arranged in 
connection with the Transtnississippi 
exposition at Omaha is the national 
currency convention to be beld under 
the auspices of the National Sound 
Money league Sept. 13, 14 and lo. 
This will be the first assemblage of its 
kind in American history, and the ar­ 
guments in favor of the various forms 
of currency will be presented by many 
of the ablest exponents of currency re­ 
form in the country. 
Tuesday, Sept. 13, will be “ gold” 
day. J. Sterling Morton of Nebraska 
City, Neb., president of the. National 
Sound Money league, will call the con­ 
vention to order at ll a. rn. and will 
deliver the opening address. Other ad­ 
dresses will follow by Horace White, 
editor of the New York Evening Post, 
on “ The History of the Gold Standard 
Governor Leslie M. Shaw of Iowa on 
“ The Farmer’s Interest In Sound Mon­ 
ey;’’ H. P. Robinson of Chicago, ed­ 
itor of The Railway Age, on “ The Gold 
Standard and Railroad Interests,” and 
Louis R. Ehrich of Colorado Springs. 
The afternoon session will begin at 
2:30, and addresses advocating the main­ 
tenance of the gold standard will be 
given by Edward Atkinson of Boston, 
Hon. J. M. Carey of Wyoming, subject, 
“ The Gold Standard From the Stand­ 
point of the Western S t a t e s Judge M. 
L. Crawford of Dallas, John P. Irish of 
San Francisco. In the evening there 
will be a general debate in speeches of 
not exceeding ten minutes each in 
length on the arguments advanced dur­ 
ing the day in advocacy of the gold 
standard. 
The second day will be “ silver” day.

Hogansburg, N. Y., Sept. 7.—Two 
south spans of the international bridge 
of the New York and Ottawa railroad, 
now under construction across the St. 
Lawremtp river about three miles above 
St Regia Indian village, fell without 
warning about noon yesterday, with 82 
Bien at work on the bridge, all being 
thrown into the riYer, some 60 feet be­ 
low. OVer 30 were picked up and taken 
to Cornwall 
hospital, and 44 were 
missing. 
Eighteen of the rescued died. 
The bridge consisted of three spans, of 
which two were completed and the 
third was nearly completed when the 
gouth pier gave way at its foundation, 
causing both spans to fall into 60 feet 
of water, taking its load of human 
freight with it. 
The names of the killed and drowned 
could not be ascertained yesterday, as 
they were mostly frsm Pennsylvania, 
excepting a few Indians from the St. 
Regis reservation. 
Late reports from Cornwall hospital 
say 33 men have been taken oat of the 
river and transferred to the hospital. 
Eighteen of them have since died. 
The latest information makes it prob­ 
able that the death list will reach 30. 
As far as can be learned, 87 men were 
on the payroll, of whom 82 reported for 
work yesterday morning. 
Of this list 
only 38 wera actually accounted for. 
Among thoso thrown into the river was 
the foreman, Thomas F. Brady (or 
Bricerly), whose home is 
in Potts­ 
ville, Pa. 
Even those who were got to land 
alive were in such condition that many 
died on the way to the hospital.

legs, while others were crushed by the 
heavy irons.

“ The Oregon’s voyage doesn't seem 
great to me, ’’ said Captain Clark, former 
commander of the Oregon, in a recent 
interview , “ though it became memora­ 
ble because of its opportune completion 
ju st at a tim e th at the Oregon was 
needed to strengthen the north A tlantic 
squadron in order to im part confidence 
at home. T hat the Oregon should have 
sailed 14,000 m iles to be present at the 
destruction of A dm iral C eivera's fleet 
and got there in tim e is really interest­ 
ing and carious. 
“ I was appointed to the ship on 
M arch 17, and we sailed two days lat­ 
er. 
She had been on the diydock at 
Brewerton only a short tim e before, and 
her hull was thoroughly clean. 
From 
stage to stage the coal capacity of the 
ship determ ined the length of the run. 
The weather, except in the strait of 
Magellan, was excellent. The run down 
the Pacific coast need not be dw elt 
upon. Nine hundred tons of coal carried 
us to Callao. No trouble occurred w ith 
the engines, aud th e , same may be said 
of the entire voyage. 
The incident of 
this run of 4,000 knots was a fire iii 
the port coal bunker. The fire was dug 
out and quenched. It was a terrible or­ 
deal for the men and a period of great 
anxiety to all on board. Several acts of 
real heroism were displayed in this 
hazardous fight w ith the flames. 
“ Leaving Callao on A pril 
7, we 
steamed due south at an l l knot speed. 
This was sometimes slightly increased, 
u n til the evening of the 16th*, when 
Port Tamar, at the western end of the 
strait of Magellan, was sighted. 
We 
anchored for the night on a ledge of 
rock that broke from 43 to 60 fathom s 
in depth in a ship’s breadth. It was the 
deepest anchorage (800 feet) th at I have 
j 
ever known to hold on a rocky surface. 
Here a terrible squall struck us which 
lasted throughout the night. 
“ On reaching Rio Janeiro I had been 
notified by our consul th at war was on, 
and I could not afford to take any 
chances. I steamed into the harbor two 
m iles above the usual anchorage for 
w ar vessels, giving to m y ship au iso­ 
lated position, so th at I m ight be ju sti­ 
fied in regarding the approach of any 
strange craft as a hostile act. 
The u t­ 
most vigilance was employed clay and 
night. Men were kept constantly at the 
rapid fire guns. 
A searchlight and 
patrol boats watched the w ater after 
nightfall. 
The risk was too great for 
me to take any chances, and, although 
the Brazilians acted all rig h t and were 
even generous in not holding us to the 
24 hour rule recognized under interna­ 
tional law, I could not be sure of the 
otter absence of cranks or Spanish sym­ 
pathizers, 
“ Several long cablegrams were ex­ 
changed between the governm ent and 
myself. 
N othing w hatever in the way 
of instructions was issued th at could 
ham per me or in any way abridge my 
responsibility for bringing the Oregon 
home. 
We sailed from Rio on May 4. 
I decided w hen we had been at sea a 
little w hile to leave the Buffalo (for­ 
m erly Nictheroy) and M arietta to shift 
for themselves. They were so slow that 
I feared the Oregon m ight be late in 
arriving where she was most needed. I 
left these ships off Cape Freo, 
IOO 
m iles above Rio, after signaling them, 
‘Come to Bahia, or run ashore if attack­ 
ed by overwhelm ing force. ’ I reached 
Baha on the 8th, b at we were told to 
come on. 
We sailed next morning, 
and this run to Barbados was the most 
th rillin g of the entire voyage. 
We 
steamed absolutely w ithout a light. 
“ Indeed the entire strip from Handy 
point to Ju p iter inlet was a lightless 
voyage. In pitchlike darkness we drove 
ahead at our 
highest speed—seeing 
lights m any times, but alw ays avoid­ 
ing the ships th at bore them. 
“ We were out of oourt. 
We had no 
rig h t of way w ithout a lig h t 
Even if 
we m et a vessel on our port we gave 
way. 
“ N ight and day the men stood at the 
guns. 
Not for a single m oment was 
vigilance relaxed. 
The strain on the 
men was terrible. 
For four days at a 
tim e hammocks were never strung. 
W atch and watch about the men lay 
beside the guns sound asleep, w hile the 
men on duty stood silently above them. 
All the lookouts were doubled aud 
•banged w ith unusual frequency. 
“ Barbados was reached just before 
daylight May 18, and after rushing 250 
tons of coal aboard we sailed the same 
evening. 
Still tho orders read, ‘Come 
on.’ From our consul I learned that 
Cervera’s fleet was at M artiuique, just 
to the north of us. 
This fleet hail beeu 
extolled for speed and fighting quali­ 
ties. 
I am not a rash man. 
I was not 
looking for that fleet. 
The situation 
seemed critical. 
Sailing just before 
dark, I headed northwest, apparently 
into the heart of the Caribbean sea. 
This information. I have no doubt, was 


promptly communicated to Adm iral 
Cervera. 
Bot as soon as the darkness 
of a moonless night had thoroughly set 
in I changed the course to due south 
and ran below Barbados and thence 
far to tho eastw ard before I took the 
; Oregon to the northward. 
We thus 
passed far to sea east of M artinique, 
and eventually turned into the north 
A tlantic beyond St. Thomas. 
I care­ 
fully avoided the W indward channel 
and the shallow w aters of the Ba­ 
hamas. ” 
“ W hy did you go to Ju p iter inlet?” 
vas asked. 
“ I didn’t know where the departm ent 


Wanted to use me, ” was the prompt re­ 
ply. 
“ I was in the dark as to the loca­ 
tion of the tw o fleets. 
I knew one had 
been at Hampton Jloads and another at 
Key West, and the charts told me that 
Ju p iter inlet was in telegraphic reach 
of all points on the coast. 
From that 
place also I had coal enough to make 
the run to either of the two fleets. You 
can easily understand that had I gone 
direct to Key West and the Oregon had 
been w anted at Hampton Roads several 
days would have to be lost in coaling. 
Of course the fact is that we went to 
Key West. 
This was the end of what 
may be called a successful though not 
rem arkable voyage.’’ 
“ Do yon believe the Spaniards would 
have fought fair if you had been attack­ 
ed in midocean. Would they have hon­ 
ored the w hite flag if you had been 
compelled to raise it?’’ was asked w ith 
some hesitation. 
“ I am not so sure th at they would, ” 
gravely replied Captain Clark, w ith a 
slowness tea t argued his strong views 
on the subject. 
“ The Hobson incident 
had not occurred. 
Cervera 
him self 
would not have countenanced any in ­ 
justice, but I shudder at the hopeless­ 
ness of our brave jackies, m arines aud 
others in midocean had we been com­ 
pelled to swim for our lives. 
There is 
no telling our fate had we by accident 
steam ed into the m iddle of th at fleet 
The torpedo boats m ight have surround­ 
ed us, and we m ight have gone quick­ 
ly to the bottom iu a half m ile of 
brine. ” 
“ Now, captain, tell me your ideas of 
the great naval victory off Santiago 
harbor on Ju ly 3. ” 
“ I nope th at it w ill not be taken as 
vainglorious if I say that it was lucky 
th at a battleship w ith cruiser speed was 
there that d ay ,” replied Captain Clark, 
w ith sdme hesitation. 
“ The Spanish 
hearts were broken by the big guns of 
the battleships. 
Their men lost zeal | 
when the 13 inch shells began to skip 
about them .” 
“ Please describe the appearance of 
the Spanish fleet, ” was suggested. 
“ Never saw a more sublim e sig h t,” 
said Captain Clark. 
“ Out came the 
Spanish ships, w ith their great ensigns 
flying to the breeze that their own mo­ 
m entum created. 
The sea was like a 
pond. 
H ardly a ripple appeared in any 
direction. 
Those great ships looked 
handsome and—defiant, and* I want. to 
say in all candor th at it looked for a 
tim e as if some of them would get 
aw ay— I mean through our lines. 
We 
d id n 't know how badly we were pun 
ishing them. 
The Indiana, Iowa, Ore­ 
gon, 
Texas and Brooklyn were all 
ham m ering them at the same time. 
Five of us were jum ping at them like 
furious wolves, if the sim ile be a good 
one.” 
“ How often can the various guns be 
discharged?” was asked. 
“ The 13 inch guns can be fired only 
ouce in four or five minutes, ” replied 
the captain. 
“ The 8 inch can be fired 
every two m inutes, w hile the rapid fire 
guns are much more speedy. The Span­ 
iards alw ays shot too h ig h .” 
“ How do yon explain this?” 
“I believe they set their range for 
5,000 yards aud never lowered it for 
any of their guns. 
A steady stseam of 
projectiles was going over our heads 
all the time. They fired shot and shell j 
enough to have done us the greatest 
kind of harm, but we w eren’t hurt to 
any extent. 
The Spaniards were u tter­ 
ly demoralized at the way we went at 
them. 
It certainly was a revelation to 
most of us. 
The scores the Spaniards 
made were stray shots. Hardly any roll 
was on the sea that m orning—it was 
like a pond. 
I never saw the ocean 
smoother. ” 
“ W hat about smokeless powder?” 
was then asked. 
“ We should have had it,” was the 
prom pt rejoinder. 
“ We never realized 
its value. The rapid fire guns were im ­ 
peded by the great volume of smoke, 
and the big guns suffered just as much

The arm y and the navy have been 
most unfairly compared by lay critics 
of the war who see the surface of the 
problem presented aud fail to grasp the 
essential conditions which create a dif­ 
ference between these two anus of the 
service. 
The navy was ready. The army was 
not. Lacks existed in the army. 
None 
appeared in the navy. Therefore, is the 
conclusion of a num ber of papers, the 
war departm ent has been ill managed 
aud the navy departm ent well managed. 
This comparison reads well in the­ 
ory. 
It shows crass ignorance of the 
facts. The navy was expanded about 60 
to 70 per cent, the num ber of men en­ 
listed being increased by this amount. 
The army was increased over tenfold. 
The staff machinery which was equal 
to our naval peace establishm ent could 
well enough handle tw’o-thirds more 
men. 
The arm y staff whioh cared for 
26,000 men broke down in the han­ 
dling of 280,000. Is there no difference 
in the test in these two cases? 
A ship of war is necessarily always 
ready for war. 
Its complement of men 
is slightly smaller in peaoe than in 
war, but the guns, the ammunition, 
the organization, are unchanged. 
Our 
regular regiments were no one of them 
ready for war, and the volunteer reg­ 
im ents had to be made anew. 
In the 
navy no single new appointm ent had to 
be made of men higher than lieuten­ 
ants. 
In the army new generals had to 
be selected -by the score and new colo­ 
nels by the hundred. Im agine the navy 
expanded tenfold and new rear adm i­ 
rals, commodores and captains needed 
on this scale! Does anyone imagine 
the navy would have worked as smooth­ 
ly as it did w ith no man of flag rank 
who had not had years of flag service? 
The real, bottom fact which the critics 
of the arm y and of the w ar departm ent 
constantly forget in their anxiety to 
make a personal attack is th at the U nit­ 
ed States had the navy it needed, aud it 
did not have the army. 
It bought no 
battleships. It added no armored cruis­ 
ers. 
The Gloucester is the only vessel 
acquired since w*ar was declared which 
has figured conspicuously iii an engage­ 
ment. Both battles at M anila and San­ 
tiago could have been fought w ithout 
buying a vessel or enlisting a man, but 
an army the United States did not have. 
It had only one-third of the men it has 
transported over sea, aud it had only 
one-tenth of the men it needed for the 
effective prosecution of the war. 
In 60 days these men were raised. In 
OO days they had fought and won a war 
which every trained observer at home 
or abroad thought would take a year. 
Blunders were made. Defects appeared. 
A host of errors were made. Some cost 
human life, alas! All cost something in 
health, in strength or efficiency. W hich 
is best and which is just— to unite in a 
loud mouthed personal hunt in full cry 
for a scapegoat, yelling aud shouting 
that the only man responsible for all 
lacks in creating an arm y of 280,000 
men in two mouths was the secretary 
of war, or soberly to see that the lacks, 
defects and blunders are at bottom due 
to conditions for which no one man was 
wholly responsible and to demand a 
full, searching m ilitary inquiry which 
shall properly apportion responsibility 
and show of the three causes which 
were responsible aud in w hat share, an 
army too small, an inefficient staff or 
the management of the war department? 
Such an investigation would mean 
justice for all concerned aud such in ­ 
formation and reform as would prevent 
future collapse. 
Instead there is pre­ 
sented the pitiable spectacle after a

hun( by u newspaper pack more anxious 
to fib a personal victim than to im ­ 
prove t. * future of a brave aud victori­ 
ous but badly organized arm y.—P hila­ 
delphia Press.

Israel Zangwill, the author of “ The 
Children of the Ghetto’’ and “ The Mas­ 
ter,” sat in Major J. B. Pond’s office, 
New York, tho other afternoon aud 
made some caustic remarks. 
“ I always thought America punctu­ 
al,” he said. 
“ I was surprised to find 
it wasn’t. 
I had an appointment to 
meet America on Thursday. 
We dido I 
get in till last night. 
I was delighted 
to see so many flags displayed. Bp* af* 
terward I learned they were not frit me. 
“ My impressions of America? The 
artichokes I had at the Waldorf-Astoria 
for luncheon were excellent. New York 
from the roof of that hotel looks like a 
toy city built by children of giants. 
The lifts are so much faster than those 
in England they gave me queer feelings 
in my stomach. Why do yon have stair 
cases at all? 
“ If I can be assured immunity from 
the terrible hospitality of kind Ameri­ 
cans, which has caused several of my 
predecessors to break down, I shall lec­ 
ture on the London ghetto, which has 
nearly ceased to exist, and on the Lon­ 
don drama, which doesn’t exist at all. 
I eschew theater going altogether and 
shall continue to do so— till I have an 
opportunity to go to see one of my own 
plays. 
I ’m told the dramatization of 
‘The Christian’ departs considerably 
from the book. I t’s a question whether 
under said circumstances the title is 
justified. 
But you m ustn’t expect too 
much of religious writers. 
“ I am constantly receiving letters of 
admiration—more or less underpaid. 
Why, by the way, do American auto­ 
graph hunters inclose in w riting to me 
envelopes 
stamped 
with 
American 
stamps for a reply? 
“ As a professional writer I am oblig­ 
ed to admire all my contemporaries. It 
pained me to hear some one say the oth­ 
er day, 4 Went up like a Crockett aud 
came down like a Stickit. ’ ” 
When it was suggested that his views 
upon the Dreyfus case would be inter­ 
esting, Mr. Zangwill said: 
“ I think Dreyfus innocent, or at least 
I think he has not been proved guilty. “ 
Of Zola and his connection with the 
Dreyfus case Mr. Zangwill said: “ I 
think Zola’s attitude in the case perfect­ 
ly honest, but it may be that he went a 
little too far in w hat he said. 
Zola 
writes about crowds, for example, but 
when he actually meets crowds he dis­ 
covers them to be something entirely 
different from what he imagines.

After five years’ 
service assistant surgeons are entitled 
to examinations for promotion to the 
grade of passed assistant surgeon. Pro­ 
motion to the grade of surgeon is made 
according to seniority and after due 
examination as vacancies occur iu that 
grade.

$1,600, passed assistant surgeons $2,000 
and surgeons $2,600 per year. 
When 
quarters are not provided, commutation 
at the rate of $80, $40 or $50 a month, 
according to grade, is allowed.

ment of Mr. Hays, where his daughter 
aud her fair visitor were waiting. They 
came to purchase a guitar to help while 
away the time about their quarters, but 
the bright eyes of the American girls 
diverted their thoughts into channels 
other than commercial. Lieutenant La- 
cierva, an accomplished musician, seat­ 
ed himself at an open piano and ex­ 
pressed in music what his limited 
knowledge of the English language pre­ 
vented him from saying in words. It 
was the old story of the serenade, and 
its romantic side appealed so strongly 
to the American girls that it was an 
swered in kind by Miss Hays seating 
herself at the piano at the conclusion 
of the young officer’s serenade and sing­ 
ing a love ballad that did not depend 
npon the words for its meaning to be 
understood. 
The impromptu concert was repeated 
the next afternoon, and for several days 
the Spaniards brought their brother 
officers to listen to the music, and the 
little afore became the favorite resort 
of the prisoners, Admiral Cervera him­ 
self visiting it several times to listen to 
the music. 
For one short month the courtship 
lasted aud with the approach of peace ' 
aud the daily possibility of the prison­ 
ers being released and allowed to return i 
to their homes came the declaration on 
the part of the two officers aud the sur­ 
render on the part of the American 
girls. A double wedding is on the lapis 
in Annapolis, aud two blushing brides 
will return to Spain with the surviving j 
officers of Spain’s destroyed squadron.

private John L. Rich, Second artilery, 
light battery, U. S. A., whose home is 
in W aynesburg, Pa., is in the city 
visiting friends. 
Private Rich enlisted in the regular 
army July 28, 1895, and when seen by a 
reporter said: 
••We were stationed at Fort Adams, 
r I., when the war broke out, and were 


a t once sent to Tampa, where we re­ 
mained for some time. 
We were mem­ 
bers of the first expedition to Cuba and 
were sent oyer on board the transport 
Berkshire. 
••We forced a landing at Baqnira, 
Jane 22 and finished unloading June 24. 
We then marched back into the country 
aDd camped until July I when we came 
into action on the San Juan hill. 
The 
tight continued July 2 and 3, 
and 
then ceased. 
We dug trenches and 
placed our batteries in position until 
July IO when the bombardment of 
Santiago commenced. We continued the 
bombardment until I o’clock on the af­ 
ternoon of the lith, when all hostilities 
ceased. 
We remained there until the 
surrender of Santiago and the exchange 
of Hobson took place, and on July 25 re­ 
treated to eight miles back of Santiago, 
where I received my discharge and 
came home on board the San Marcus. 
"During the engagement we had one 
man killed and four wounded. Our 
rations were short at times, owing to 
the fact that we had to get them from a 
distance of 12 miles and did not have 
enough pack mules to carry them at all 
times, but, taking it all together, we 
had but little complaint to make. 
“I like Cuba except during the rainy 
season. 
The regulars suffered very 
mach the same as the volunteers from 
malaria, and lost a good many men. 
"I had the malaria and am just now 
recuperating. 
As soon as I get suffi­ 
ciently well I am going back into the 
service as I like it. 
In time of peace we 
live better than one hhlf the citizens, 
and have practically nothing to do, and 
when at war there is a great deal of 
excitement to keep a man up. 
“ When you are a member of the 
artillery you are taught to do anything, 
and when one man is killed there is 
always plenty to take his place.”

R O B B E D K L O N D I K E K I N G . 


R e m a r k a b le N a rra tiv e R e la te d by a T ra v ­ 
e le r F ro m th e M ig h ty Y u kon . 
Stanley H. Pearce, a mining engineer 
of Denver, who last spring went to the 
Klondike and returned to San Francis­ 
co recently, tells a remarkable story of 
the theft of $40,000 by the partner of 
Alex McDonald, the “ king of the Klon­ 
dike,” aud his escape on the little 
steamer Governor Stoneman down the 
Yukon. 
Mr. McDonald's partner’s name is 
Arthur Peary, and he is said to have at 
one time been warden of the peniten­ 
tiary in either Washington or Oregon. 
The gold taken by bim was the output 
of a bench claim owned by them joint­ 
ly. 
This at least was the story told 
aboard the steamer Monarch, on which 
Mr. Pearce a little later took passage. 
On the same vessel was a member of 
the Canadian mounted police. 
At a point between Circle City and 
Minook, several hundred miles this 
side of the Canadian line, the Monarch 
ran across the Governor Stoneman. 
Captain Sprague of the Monarch and 
the official signaled her, and after some 
parleying the Monarch got alongside 
and the Canadian official jumped aboard 
the Stoneman. 
“ He grabbed Peary, ” said Mr. Pearce, 
“ and there was quite a scuffle, but the 
officer got handcuffs on him. 
The pris 
oner was then taken aboard the Mon­ 
arch. 
The gold, which was in a bag 
and weighed 70 or 80 pounds, was also 
brought off 
Mrs. Peary came with her 
husband. 
“ We then proceeded down the river 
There were a lot of miners aboard our 
boat and they got mad about the man 
being arrested in such a manner on 
American territory. They held a meet­ 
ing and sent a committee to Captain 
Sprague, asking him what he was go 
ing to do, and he pulled his pistol and 
said he intended to aid the officer to 
hold the man. 
The miners said they 
were as much for law aud order as any­ 
body, but they would not stand such 
work. They whipped out their pistols. 
There was an armed truce then all day. 
“ At midnight, 
while the miners 
were asleep, the captain and the Cana­ 
dian official saw a steamer coming up 
the river. 
They hailed her, and when 
she came alongside the prisoner, his 
wife, the $40,000 in gold and the Cana 
dian officer were hustled aboard and 
started on their way back to Dawson. 
The miners were greatly surprised the 
next morning when they learned what 
had occurred. 
If the prisoner had not 
been smuggled off, I think theie would 
have been bloodshed.”—San Francisco 
Examiner. 


SEW A LL’S LAST R E P O R T .. 


Document* of Great Value Received by 
the Mate Department. 
The state department has received 
the last report from Mr. Bewall in his 
capacity of United States minister to 
Hawaii 
The mail included several 
documents that will be interesting from 
an historical point of view. 
The min­ 
ister transmits to the department the 
formal acoeptanoe by President Dole of 
the act of the United States congress 
annexing the islands to the United 
States. 
He also handed to Mr. Bewall 
the treaty of annexation that had been 
ratified by the Hawaiian legislature, 
but which failed to receive the approval 
of the United States senate. There was 
no occasion to torn over this document, 
but it is presumed that Mr. Dole did so 
to complete the record. 
There are some claims outstanding 
against the late government of Hawaii, 
mainly on account of British subjects, 
and the adjustment of these will be a 
matter for future consideration. Among 
the issues satisfactorily dosed, accord­ 
ing to Mr. Sewall’s report, was the 
claim 
of 
the Japanese government 
against Hawaii for the illegal detention 
aud return to Japan of certain Japanese 
cooly laborers who were excluded un­ 
der a Hawaiian immigration law fram­ 
ed after that of the United States Chi­ 
nese exclusion act The amount of the 
claim was about $75,000, and almost 
the last act of the expiring Hawaiian 
government was to discharge this obli­ 
gation, which came perilously near in­ 
volving the United States and Japan in 
difficulty about a year ago.—Washing­

A German military officer who visit­ 
ed the camp recently wished most of 
all to see the rough riders, of whom be 
had heard so much, so he was turned 
over to Colonel Roosevelt, who rode 
with him down to the camp.

Just then the troop closed up, the 
men leaned forward in their saddles, 
the horses sprang forward and the 
whole body surged rythmically up the 
rising ground like a tremendous break­ 
er and raced away over the level plain 
beyond. 
The German pulled in bis 
horse and sat spellbound until the troop 
slackened pace in the sand of the beach. 
Then he turned to Colonel Roosevelt, 
his eyes shining: 
“ Oh, be-yutiful!” he said. “ Oh, that 
is something to see. I haf not seen such 
riders in Europe.” 


They tell a story in camp of Lieuten­ 
ant Williams of Company I, Seventy- 
first regiment. 
As soon as it became 
known that the regiment was going to 
Cuba Lieutenant Williams figured it 
out that the climate was likely to be 
more deadly than Spanish bullets, so 
he laid in a stock of 2,500 quinine pills, 
some blue mass and other simple rem­ 
edies and studied up on malarial fe­ 
ver, yellow fever and dysentery.

The figure 
is composed of 2,000 piecos of wood, 
dovetailed aud jointed with such won­ 
derful skill that no seams can be de­ 
tected. 
Tiny boles were drilled for the recep­ 
tion of hairs, aud the wooden figure has 
glass eyes and eyelashes in whioh no 
dissimilarity to Masakiehi’sowu can be 
detected. 
The Japanese artist posed between 
two mirrors while modeling this figure, 
aud for some time after its completion 
he pot**! frequently bedside it, to the 
confusion of spectators, who were often 
entirely at a loss as to which was the 
artist. 
The figure stands with a little 
mask in one hand and an instrument 
for carving in the other. 
The lifelike 
eyes are appaiently gazing at the mask 
aud the face wears a look of intense ab­ 
sorption.
